Cincinnati, March 30.— O nly the im­ 
mediate increase in wages will pre­ 
vent numerous and widespread strikes 
in the bituminous coal mines of the 
country, according to the action of 
the special convention of the United 
Mine W orkers of North Am erica fol­ 
lowing the final disagreement and dis­ 
solution of the joint conference of the 
central competitive field. 
The terms proposed by the miners 
for the continuation of work after the 
expiration of the present agreements 
on midnight Thursday w ill admit of 
no compromise as far as wages are 
concerned. 
On most other questions, 
however, there is room for agreement 
and 
the general 
trend of 
opinion 
among men and employers is that no 
long suspension will result, except in 
a few fields. 
Briefly, 
the m iners’ demands are j 
that all operators agree to pay th«• I 
increased wages of 5 cents a ton on I 
pick mined screen coal, with proper- I

“Are you exercising vigilance in 
keeping out any unwholesome moral 
influence which may lower the tone 
of the growing manhood and woman­ 
hood in your midst? 
“ All these questions are civic ques­ 
tions, and should he asked and ans­ 
wered by every woman. 
They are 
not questions of greater importance 
to tile woman of leisure th an to the 
wage earner and the woman of many 
cares.” 
There is no doubt but these ques­ 
tions are searching and of im port­ 
ance, but if the women of any town 
were to attem pt to answer them in 
chorus the miracle of the tower of 
Babel would be repeated. 
On some of them the opinion would 
be fairly unanimous, but on many 
relating to the city at large there 
would be great diversity of opinion.
